CLIMBS MT. LOGAII 

Second Highest Mountain on 
Continent 

The conquest of Motmi Lo^mn was 
tpr sut^ject *^f an anaress '»>' Atr. 
Lambert delivered .11 '■)•••■ Kr-kino 
rresbytcri.i.n Church, las; i:;shl. 

Mr, Lambert i.s a prn.ln;ile of MeGill 
in the cla«s of Science '04, it was in 
May of lasi y<-,iz- ;hat he and party of 
othcr.s started .1 three months climb 
to the peak of .^U'o - Lo,=an. This Is 
the second hiplwst mountain on the 
continent, and the highest in the Tu- 
kon, the summit being over ninteen 
•thousand feet above sea level. Mr. 
Lambert showed many lantern slides 
and a few reels of moving pictures 
which demonstralcd to the ;jesr ef- 
fect the trials and dlfficulitics which 
the party had' to sh ■ throiigli. The 
expedition started from à srnall vil- 
lage at the foot of the mountains ac- 
companied by mules - carrj'ing the 
pajcks. At a certain height these 
were left behind in favor of ?leigrhs 
pulled by the party. Still higher 
•these were abandoned and all the 
equipment had lo be carried on the 
back. Snow-shoes were used to cross 
the .^now Tjut these wqj-c usiiless on 
the ice. here boots with spikes were 
used to better advantage. In the 
hiKhcr altitudes ihc wind was "^o 
strong thai tents are impossible thus 
necessitating sleeping in the open-amd 
consequently suffering from frozen 
feet, hands, and other membeis, in 
July. Finally in spite oi the difficul- 
ties the party had the honour of b'.- 
Ing the first to reach the "top of 
Mount Logan.

■that voters be given a choice. In too many elections, only one 
name is put forward, and some candidate is elected by acclama- 
tion, despite the fact that a large percentage of those with the 
right of casting may be heartily opposed to him.

TO CUT OR NOT TO CUT 
Columbia Spectator: — The question 

p(.Tiodically arises, wlietbcr the pres- 
ent iiniitedfcut eyBtem le JUHtifiablc on 
grounds cither of principle or of «z- 
l/edi«ncy. 

It seems that many loolf upon their 
allowaucc of throe, five or seven cuts 
as a part of the immunities conferred 
by the possession of a bursar's receipt. 
Af HUi;h, thoy must lake full advantage 
thereof, or teej tiiat tljey a.ie not gel- 
ting all which Is tholr due. At any 
rate, this system sets a definite and 
arbitrary limit to whiuii the natural 
caution of the Indivldtial may be 
Klietched. 

'riKTc arc also those who lial)itually 
ovcrcul in th« majorll.y of their 
courses, and who, by a simple system 
of record keeping, seconded by a. facil- 
ity for the concotion of plausable' cx- 
(;uKOf ar»- iihlc to keep witliln tlie dan- 
ger- line and obtain ptirtlai or full 
credit. 

Between tiiose two groups stands 
tiic rnliabic phalanx that cuts if, when 
and as l).s needs require. Jt is mainly 
for llip lien<!fil of the latter thai a 
iiutnhcr of colleges throughout the 
country iiavc adopted the unlimited - 
cut. system. Princeton University fur- 
nishes the outstanding application — 
and the Kuropean Universities the ori- 
ginal Bourcf— of the idea. 

Tlic scheme, briefly, is this: lliosc 
who maintain an average of B j)lus or 
over during their Xfrofihmaii year arc 
allowed thereafter to cut according to 
the dictatcs.of neraonal discretion. Any 
lapse i-iolow the <|0t academic standard 
automatically rcm.ovc:i the prjvlligc. 

It Is fairly obylouu thi).t i) conujs- 
tenlly popd academic sls^nijlng {p in- 
compatible with cjtccijHlvc a^^ençc 
from class; It is equally evi<)cnt that 
those Vi v/lioni llie privilege is grant ed 
uro preoit^ely tlie opcH who are suffi- 
cicnlly responsible not to abuse it; and
